Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 83-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 83-84 recites the limitation "the received part of their perimeters... in 
claim 83. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Objections 

4. Claim 91 is objected to because of the following informalities: It appears to be a 
semicolon at the end of the sentence and it should be a period. Appropriate correction 
is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 75-78,82-84,91-98 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Kain in view of Kain (6,997,509). Kain discloses the use of a first

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object holder (18) including a vertically elongated cavity for receiving and holding an 
object; a base (16) including a recess sized to received the cavity; the first object holder 
is movably independently between an extended in use position and a fully retracted 
storage position; when in the fully retracted, storage position, the object holder can be 
retracted no further into the base, and a portion of cavity less than the entirety of the 
cavity extends beyond the base so as to be accessible as a gripping surface. The 
object holder is attached to the front portion of the base. The base further comprises a 
seating surface (12), and a portion of the cavity is under the seating surface, see figure 
4; said base having a first and second opposing vertical outer side walls each defining a 
perimeter of the recess formed in the wall.
